which had been made between the dip- 
lomatic authorities of the two govern- 
ments of Hawaii and the United States, 
and vhich had been ratified by Hawaii 
to the full extent possible under our 
laws. In fact they took the place of 
such treaty, and accordingly were In 
the nature of an agreement which Con- 
gress could not honorably 
repudiate 


even if It so desired. 
But evidence of 


any desire to repudiate this agreement 
is entirely lacking. Is It not sufficiently 
clear that the revenues from the public 
land? of Hawaii are to be regarded as 
a r.pcrial fund to be used for a particu- 
lar class of public purposes? 


Now the use of such revenue merely 


for the purposes of the 
current ex- 


pensi^ of the work would simply re- 
lieve '.he general appropriation bill and 
thus ihe purpose to make of this a spe- 
cial fi'.nd would be defeated.

BTJMOBED DEATH. 


NEW YORK, May 31.—A cable to the 


Sun from Manila, dated May 31, 5:40 p. m., 
says: Major 
Peyton C. March of the 


Thirty-third Volunteer Infantry, who has 
been pursuing Aguinaldo, has successful- 
ly crossed the mountains of Northern Lu- 
zon and is now at Aparri, He reports 
coming up with the supposed body guard 
of Agulnaido north of Copayan valley. 
During .the .fight .which followed it was 
seen that-an Insurgent officer'was shot 
from oft ihls horse. He was rescued by his 
comrades, but his horse and saddle bags 
were captured. The saddle Dags contain- 
ed Agulnaldo's personal papers. 
The next day an outpost of the Forty- 
ninth Volunteer Infantry (colored) re- 
ported that a raft, containing a body with 
two soldiers guarding it, had floated down 
the Cagayan river, but that the swift cur- 
rent had prevented its capture. 
It is 
thought possible that-the officer shot was 
Agulnaldo and that It was his body which 
the soldiers were guarding. 


An Insurgent Lieutenant and 
eleven 
armed rebels surrendered to the Twelfth 
Infantry yesterday. Sixteen men of the 
Forty-eighth Volunteer Infantry yester- 
day captured the Governor of Benguet. 
He is an Influential rebel agitator -and 
has been a fugitive for some time. 
MANILA, May 8L—A number of rifles 
have been surrendered at Cuyapo and 
more are expected. Generals Grant and 
Funeton have detachments in pursuit of 
the insurgents who rushed the town of 
San Miguel de Mayomo, near here, Tues- 
day, killing five Americans, 
wounding 


seven and capturing Captain Roberts of 
the Twenty-third Infantry and two enlist- 
ed men.
